The Delpby craszed first and with- 
in a few moments six of her sisters, 
Chauncey, Woodbury, Fuller, Lee and 
Nicholas were impaled with ber on 
the rocks. A heavy surf swung them 
back and forth against the reefs, 
pounding the frail rides of the navy’s 
speed boats into sieves: the Young 
turned over and imprisoned 19 of her 
crew below decks in berths that be- 
came their tombs.

Life Line Carried to Shore. 

With the grounding of the craft 
their fires were banked, searchlicghts 
were dark and the only illumination 
of their tilted decks were occasional 
hand flash lights. 

Chief Electrician Erckenberg of the 
Delphy swam forty feet to the near- 
est rock with a life line and his ship- 
mates came along it hand over hand. 
Erckenberg again jumped into the 
* boiling sea and carried the line ashore. 
Chief Boatswain’s Mate Peterson, of 


feat. Peterson carried a line from 
his vessel, to the Chauncey and gave 
his Comrades a slim path of safety 
from their overturned ship. 

The crews of the Woodbury and 
Fuller, speared on two sides ky the 
same cluster of crags, clung to their 
ships all through the night. They 
were the farthest out of the unfor- 
tunate seven ships and were taken 
off at daybreak by a fishing smack 
that loomed up a welcome _ rescuer 
through the fog. 

For those who reached the shore 
during the night, the dark, cold hours 
in secant, wet clothing were almost as 
trying.as for their squadron mates 
still aboard the wrecks. 

Special Train for Gobs. 

Later railroad ties were gathered 
and camp fires were lit.. Doctors came 
from Lompoc to attend the five score 
injured who were bruised and batter- 
ed by the pounding surf. A special 
train with doctors, nurses and food 
started for the refugee camp from 
San Luis Obispo before two o'clock 
in tSe morning and Santa Barbara, 
too, sent her quota of medical aid to 
the castaways. Thirteen of the more 
seriously injured survivors were rush- 
ed to a Santa Barbara hospital. 


stranded flotilla and headed blindly 
for supposed safety through the black 
fog. One, with five men aboard, was 
picked up at Arlight, a naval wireless 
station about three miles south of the 
wreck this morning. Three men are 
still missing. 

Oil from the overflowing tanks of 
the wrecks coated the sea and added 
to the chances of death for the men of 
the fleet. More fortunate comrades 
who succeeded in gaining the shore or 
a foothold on adjacent rocks told of 
their shipmates slipping from their 
grasp as they endeavored to drag them 
to safety. 

Seaman Pearson of the Delphy went 
tp his death a victim of the oil. Blind- 
ed by the murky coating on the sea 
and crazed by the pain of his in- 
juries, he resisted efforts of bis mates 
to rig a breeches buoy to carry him 
to safety. Then the vessel began to 
break up and his comrades were forced 
to lash him to a mast as a last resort, 
but as the remainder of the crew went 
over the side the craft cracked in two 
and Pearson went down with his ship. 

Flotilla Helpless to Aid. 

The fog, treacherous currents and 
air overhead full of confused radio, 
‘tied the hands of the remainder of the 
| destroyer squadron and _ prevented 
ithem from going to the aid of the 
stricken seven. Standing out in the 
|channel during the night, warned by 
‘the fate of the others that they were 
far off their course and unable in the 
darkness to correct their bearings, 
they were unable to offer help without 
the almost certain probability of join- 
ing the others on the rocks. 

The body of Fireman’s Mate Conroy, 
of Oklahoma, was the first recovered 
last night. The dead sailor was the 
first to find a place on the rescue 
train. As approximatly 600 of his sur- 
viving mates lined up uncovered beside 
the tracks, the body was placed aboard 
for transfer to Santa Barbara.

Washington, September 10.—Am- 
bassador Hanihara presented to Sec- 
retary Hughes today a message from 
Count Yamamota, prime winister of 
Japan, expressing the deep sense of 
tratitude of the Japanese soverign 
and people and declaring that “this 
precious gift of American sympathy” 
cannot but “serve the peace of the 
world, in drawing still closer the 
bond of friendship and trust between 
the two countries.” 

“At a time when Japan was mak- 
ing her best endeavors to follow the 
letter and spirit of the Versailles 
treaty and the Washington treaties, 
which, we believe haye laid the foun- 
dation of world peace and will great- 
ly promote human welfare,” the min- 
ister said, “the empire was visited 
br a most appalling disaster, in which 
all the elements combined. 

“In this hour of deep grief and 
enxiety, felt alike by the emperor 


the United States issued a_ procla- 
mation urging the American people 
to come to the aid of the stricken 
people of Japan and designating the 
American Red Cross to administer the 
Then the commander of 
the American Asiatic fleet lost no 
time in dispatching the ships under 
his command to the scene ofthe dis- 
aster and offered the services of the 
entire fleet for the immediate relief 
of the sufferers. 
Ambassador Woods Active. 

“Some of these vessels have already 
arrived in the harbor of Yokohama. 
At the same time the Philippine gov- 
ernment sent transports loaded with 
full cargoes for the relief. 

“In the midst of the bewildering 
devastation, American Ambassador 
Woods, together with the staff of em- 
bassy and Americans resident’ in 
Japan, are helping the relief work 
with a marvelous spirit of self sacrifice 
in spite of the fact that the embassy 
itself was destroyed by fire. 

“The report of these spontaneous 
and prompt measures taken by the 
president, the government and ple 
of the United States, is creating a 
profound impression in the grateful 
hearts of suffering Japan. 

“With these facts in mind, I desire 
to express in the name of the Japa- 
nese government their most heartfelt 
thanks to the American government, 
and at the same time to convey to 
the president and people of the Unit- 
ed States a deep sense of gratitude 
of my sovereign and of the entire na- 
tion of Japan for this noble mani- 
festation of a sincere and generous 
sympathy.

Burnett Is Arrested. 

Danville, Va., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —O. E. Burnett, of Atlanta, ar- 
rested Saturday in Lynchburg for for- 
gery and brought back here yesterday 
to answer a similar charge, confessed 
this afternoon to Sergeant J. H. Mar- 
tin, of the Danville police department, 
that he killed Charley Dorsey, Atlanta 
taxicab driver, on the night of Febru- 
ary 28, 1921, on South Boulevard. 

Sergeant Martin received informa- 
tion that Burnett was probably want- 
ed in Atlanta on a murder charge and 
visited him in the city jail, where he 
secured the confession which was later 
made in the form of an affidavit. 

Burnett talked freely about the 
Dorsey killing, telling all of the de- 
tails. The murder of Dorsey, accord- 
ing to the affidavit, was a peculiarly 
cold-bleoded affair. Dorsey wag shot 
duwn without warning at the wheel of 
his taxi by Burnett, who was sitting in 
the back seat. The confessed murderer 
then crawled over to the front seat, 
pushed Dorsey’s body from beneath 
the wheel and drove the car to a va- 
cant lot where he abandoned the body 
ond the car. The murder was wit- 
nessed by a man named Harris, it is 
said. 

Burnett’s Confession, 

Burnett’s confession follows: 

“On the night of February 28, 192%, 
I was sitting in a pool room in At- 
lanta. A man by the name of Harris 
was sitting beside me. I had never 
secn the man before, but we struck up 
an acquaintance. In a little while he 
suggested that we call up a taxi and 
go and get some liquor. I said all 
right, and told Harris to call a taxi 
station and ask for Dorsey. 

“In a little while Dorsey responded, 
driving a big car. We drove to South 
Boulevard, near the federal prison. 
Somewhere in that neighborhood I shot 
Dorsey in the back of the head from 
my place on the back seat. I then 
crawled into the front seat, pushed 


steering wheel and drove the car to a 
vacant lot. There I left the car and 
the body. 

“IT have never seen Harris from that 
day until -this. I have never men- 
tioned the killing of Dorsey to any 
other person until J told you (Ser- 
geant Martin) today.” 

The Mills Murder. 

Burnett was specifically asked why 
he killed Dorsey. His reply follows: 

“T killed Dorsey because he knew 
too much about the Mills murder,” the 
confession continues. 

“If they had arrested me in Atlanta 
on the night of the killing, they would 
have killed me; they were all wrought 
up and everything was red-hot. 

“I do not mind pleading guilty to 
second degree murder and taking ten 
years, but if they try me I am afraid 
they will give me lifetime.” 

In talking about Dorsey, Burnett 
snid that he was a relative of former 
Governor Dorsey, of Georgia, and 
that he frequently acted as chauffeur 


for the governor. 


Burnett’s alleged reason for killing 
Dorsey, that he knew too much 
about the Mills murder case, would 
indicate that he was implicated in 
this case also. However, when he was 
questioned along this line he shut 
up like a clam and nothing more 
could be gotten out of him. However, 
Sergeant Martin expects to talk with 
him again tomorrow and hopes to se- 


connection with this case. 
Wanted for Check Flashing. 

In reply to a question whether he 
was wanted anywhere on any charge, 
he replied that he was wanted ail 
over the country for check flashing. 
He said that he was tired of roving 
and wanted to go back to Atlanta to 
stand trial. He seemed particularly 
anxions about the term he would get 
for the Dorsey murder. 

He said that he would go back with- 
out requisition papers.

Mine Workers of America that “red 
forces under the direct supervision 
of Moscow are attempting to seize 
control of the organized labor move- 
ment of America and use it as the 
base from which to carry on the 
communist effort for the overthrow 
of the American government.” 

The mine workers’ organization 
has reached that conclusion after a 
searching investigation, and in a 
series of articles it is releasing on 
the subject, it alleges specific in- 
stances of the underhand manipula- 
tions of the soviet agents in this 
country, and of the red ramifica- 
tions that extend into working set- 
tlements in many sections. It also 
names men who, it alleges, are the 
leaders of the red forces. 

The mine workers have done a 
distinctive service to the American 
people to uncover these soviet ac- 
tivities, which have here and there 
been peeping up in our body 
politic for the past two or three 
years. 

The ultimate aim of the Russian 
radicals to overthrow this govern- 
ment of the people, which. is so 
close to every patriotic heart, and 
is so keenly felt in service at every 
hearthstone, is of course most im- 
probable of fruition. 

But it must not be overlooked 
that every radical step, in state as 
well as federal government, is a new

“It is to be hoped that we have 
learned wisdom by experience. There 
is a patriotic side to this question 
which is of more compelling force in 
the mind of the commission than even 
the economic one. A democracy that 
cannot spell peace with justice will 
sooner or later be succeeded by a gov- 
ernment that will spell peace regard- 
less of justice. 

“The owners of these mines have a 
right to operate them ag they please, 
if they be but a mere business enter- 
prise. But the commission believes 
that absolutely necessary as their out- 
put is, not only to interstate commerce 
but to the comfort of the whole peo- 
ple, that it is their patriotic duty to 
make some personal sacrifices in the 
interest of tne common weal, a prin- 
ciple equally applicable to the United 
Mine Workers. 

The commission holds that the 
United Mine Workers of America have 
a right to exist. They havea right 
to collectively bargain as to wages and 
conditions under which they will 
labor. They have a right to place the 
authority for the determination of 
these questions where they will. They 
have a right to work or to refuse to 
work. They have a right, peaceably 
and by persuasion, to endeavor to 
swell their ranks. 

The following rings with the appeal 
of a magna charta: 

“*In this clash of rights, every red- 
blooded American in the industry 
should yield as much as is necessary 
of his unqualified legal right to the 
end that the mining industry may be 
owned and worked by loyal citizens, 
whether native born or naturalized, 
in the spirit of fairness toward the 
public and for the preservation of the 
principles of civil rights as now under- 
stood by the American people. It is 
the conflict between these rights that 
results in strikes and lockouts. It 
is the unwillingness to present con- 
troverted points to any sort of arbi- 
tration. Compulsory arbitration is 
not only impossible but inadvisable. 
Voluntary arbitration is desirable. 
Some difficulty has confronted volun- 
tary arbitration in the past as has 
confronted the Kansas _ Industrial 
court. No difference on which side 
of the line one may stand, one natur 
ally fears, and justly so, the subinis- 
sion of questions to even voluntary 
arbitration when up to the present 
time no yardstick has been prepared 
by which the arbitrators are unquali- 
fiedly required to measure the facts 


The commission very correctly holds |

HEALTH TALKS | 


| HOT FOOT. 
| Considering how greatly most of us 
abuse our feet with freak shoes it is 
really remarkable how few of us suf- 
fer seriously with foot troubles. 
Burning of the feet i. a common 
complaint. It proves a harassing af- 
fiiction of many elderly persons, keep- 
ing them awake nights. The troubie 
iu such cases is attributable to faulty 
circulation. Many sufferers have 
fuund grateful relief ir having their 
feet anointed freely with petroleum 
jelly, wrapped in a layer of cotton 
batting and bandaged for the night. 
A peculiar disturbance of the circu- 
lation known as erythromelalgia (or 
literally big redache) most frequently 
affects one, sometimes both of the 
feet. This burning ache is aggra- 
vated when the feet hang down and 
by warm or hot baths er applica- 
tiuns, and relieved by cold or by ele- 
vation of the feet above the level of 
the body. The name comes from the 
peculiar pink or purplish flush of the 
region affected. Sometimes the patch 
affected is limited to the ball of the 
great toe, which looks pink or red; 
the more or less constant aching or 
burning with exacerbations may lead 
to the mistaken notion of “gout.” In- 
deed, most cases of what purports to 
be “gout” are diagnostic errors, even 
though grandfather had it too. 
A peculiar condition seer in Rus- 
sian, Polish and Roumanian Jews in 
America is called thrombo  angiitis 
obliterans (clotting in the artery sup- 
plying the effected part); redness of 
the foot is noticeable when the foot 
bengs down. 
One of the most satisfactory reme- 
dies for excessive sweating or sweat- 
ivg with foul oder is a solution of one 
half ounce of aluminum chlorid in 
three ounces of rain water or distilled 
water. This should be lightly dabbed 
on the soles and between the toes once 
or twice a day for four or five days, 
and allowed to dry before putting on 
stockings. Sometimes it proves irri-

BY THE UNITE DNEWS. 
San Diego, Cal.. September 10.— 
Through a fitful haze, southern Calt- 
fornia Monday for three minutes saw 
the giant shadow of a total solar 
eclipse agross the .ace of the earth. 
Although the popular imagination 
was satisfied with the result, the 


world’s astronomers, gathered here 
more than 1,000 strong, with scien- 
tific instruments worth millions of 
obtained onke scanty satis- 
faction hecause the fog largely pre- 
cluded photographs of any value. 

Invention, however, saved science 
from complete rour. While astron- 
omers fretted on the ground, army 
and navy airmen soared in the blue 
sky from two to four miles above 
the earth photozraphing the sun and 
the great shadow with the latest 
cameras known to wnilitary and naval 
science. The photorraphs were made 
under expert astronomical guidance, 
and it is believed many extremely 
valuable plates have heen taken.

If we are to get a real reaction be- 
fore 30 cents is reached it will prob- 
ably be brought about by some hap- 
pening outside of the cotton trade, 
for the market was but little affected 
td a gen report aera showed the 

eaviest ginning on record up to Sep- 
tember 1. , , 4 

Formerly the fact that 1,141,000 
bales had passed through the gins 
during the months of August and July 
-——for there was not. a little new cot- 
ton marketed during the latter month 
——might have been construed as indi- 
cative of a large yield, but in the 
present temper of the market it is 
interpreted to mean that the drought 
which has shortened the crop has also 
hastened its maturity and that the 
present will be a short season and a 
merry one from the _ speculator’s 
standpoint. 

But meantime the spot demand in 
Texas is excellent. What the cotton 
men call “the basis” is improving. 
This is construed to indicate that 
there is a moré eager demand for cot- 
ton than for futures. Perhaps there 
is, but it is hard to believe that the 
spot buyers are more frantic than 
were the future brokers on the New 
York Cotton Exchange last Thureday 
afternoon. 

The export movement {s also un- 
expectedly large. This seems incon- 
sistent with the gloomy reports that 
come from Lancashire, but our Eng- 
lish friends are always given to self 
disparagement and during the last few 
Inonths they have outdone themselves. 

But whatever happens to the market 
—and it seems impossible that any- 
thing worse than the Vapanese earth- 
quake should happen—there is no like- 
lihood of any serious decline until 
America grows a large crop or some 
substitute for cotton and cotton cloth 
is found and introduced. Neither is 
probable before frost, and if it should 
be an early frost look out, for it might 
be a case of ad astra per aspera.

The continued demand for compound 
and lard have forced both commodi- 
ties to new high jevels for the present 
movement. Leading refiners are bid- 
ding ten cents for crude, with little 
coming out. Rainy weather has de 
layed the movement in the southeast 
and the Mississippi valley, while labor 
shortage in Texas has prevented ca- 
pacity production three. Stocks of oil 
are the lowest in history and it wil 
take possibly another month before 
production overcomes demand.
